ALLIES IN RUSSIA 


II. S. to Contribute 500 Engi­ 
neers to Force.

New Movement is Desiflned to Facili­ 
tate the Early VVithdrav\/al of the 
Expedition—Great Britain Sending 
2400 Troops. 


Steps toward strengihoning tho posi 
tion of Amorican and allieM tro(i))s hi 
northern Russia as a preliminary to 
thoir safe withdrawal in tho near fu­ 
ture, are under way at the direction 
of the supreme war council. 
Secretary of War Baker, transmit­ 
ting tills information from President 
Wilson to tlie house military commit­ 
tee, said all the American soldiers 
should be out of Russia this .spring. 
To facilitate the withdrawal, addi­ 
tional forces are- being despiftclied to 
tho scene. 
Groat Britain is sending: 
2400 troops and the Uniled States 
railroad engineer, units 
numbering 
about 500 men. 
The engineers are to aid iii keeping 
lines of communication open to tho 
sea. Mr. Baker again gave assurance 
that the American soldiers were in no 
danger of being cut olT. 


Anarchists Do Not Attack, 
Since February 11 the anarchists 
have made no attacks against the al­ 
lied foi'ces on any section of the Ar­ 
changel front. 
Allied airplanes report there have 
been no new movements of troops be­ 
hind the enemy lines since the anar­ 
chists’ withdrawal from Sredmakren- 
ga. 
The anarchists are increashig thoir 
efforts to destroy the morale of the 
new Rus.sinn conscript soldiers as well 
as of the American and Briti.sh troops. 
Anarchistic propaganda, well written 
nnd. printed in English, has been di.s- 
tributed mj’steriously among the vari­ 
ous allied units. 
Leaflets distributed in villages on 
the Onega f^’ont where American forc­ 
es are operating, call upon the Ameri­ 
can .soldiors to organize soldiers’ com­ 
mittees and demand of the oiiicors 
that they be returned home, as the 
war with (rermany is over, and there 
is no ronson for remaining in RurJsla. 
While there has been no appreciable 
effect because of the anarchist propa 
ganda, the allied soldiers are looking 
forward to some statement as to what 
the allies intend to do with the forces 
there. 
Reports of anarchist misconduct 
after the occupation of Sheahursk, 
printed as facts 
in

Archangel 
news])apers, have greatly stirred the 
population. 
Russians friendly to the allies are 
anxiously Inquiring whether the allied 
force is to be withdrawn or retained. 
Among the Shenkursk reports print­ 
ed Is one that Mother Raphaella, ab­ 
bess of the large convent at Shon- 
kursk, has been executed by the an­ 
archists. 


HUN I N S P I ^ CRUELTY 
Atrocities In Russia Traced to German 
Military Element, 
Germany not only furni.shed funds 
for the anarchist propaganda in Rus­ 
sia, but inspired 
the 
cruelties that 
have marked the Soviet regime. 
Rog^r Simmons, former American 
consular agent at Moscow, so assert­ 
ed, before the senate committee en­ 
gaged in Investigating disloyal pro­ 
paganda in America. *‘The anarchists 
have learned what they know about 
terrorism from their German instruct­ 
ors,*' he said. 
“Red guard o/Ilcers 
wore the German uniform and had 
Iron crosses on their breasts. 
Some 
of the most dreadful atrocities I know 
of were directly traceable to the Ger­ 
man military element.” 
Mr. Simmons said documentary evi­ 
dence would be presented to show the 
German chancellor, before the Russian 
revolution, b^gan propaganda to start 
dissension among the people with an 
InlUal fund of $5,000,000 (about $V 
250,000).

King of Rumania Shot by Rioters.

King Ferdinand has been wounded 
slightly. 
Workmen blocked the roadway from 
tho Royal l^alace when the royal fam­ 
ily attempted to flee from Bucharest 
to Jassoy, 
The king and his family 
were forced to return. Tho king was 
wounded when the workers, according 
to the report, flrod on tho pulace. 
Rioters in tlio streets of Bucharest 
are openly demanding the overthrow 
of the dynasty, crying: “Down with 
the puppets!

larger proportion of mash. Ducklings 
do not need feed until they are from 
twenty-four to thirty-six hours old. 
After this th-,n- should be fed for the 
first week Jive tiin'es a day; after that, 
four times a -lay until they are two or 
three weeks old, ami thereafter three 
times daily until they are marketed. 
The first ration should consist of a 
mixlure which contains equal ptins bj 
measure of rolled oats 
and bread 


crumbs, with 8 per cent of sharp sand 
mixed in the feed. When about three 
days old, this feed is changed tu equal 
parts of bread, rolled oats, bran, and 
cornmeal. After the first week the ra- 
tion should be changed again to three 
parts of lirnn, one part each of low- 
fxrarte wheat flour and cornmenl, 10 
per cent of green feed and fi.per cent 
of beef scrap, with about 3 per cent 
«£ sand or grit. The amount of beef 


scrap is gradually increased until it 
reaches 15 per cent by the end of tin; 
third week. 
The proportion of corn- 


meal is increased for the ducklings tu 
be marketed and the bran decreased 
as the time for'marketing the duck- 
lings approaches. 


The fattening ration, which should 


be used for two weeks before killing, 
consists of three parts, by weight, oi 
cornineal, two parts of low-grade flour 
or middlings, one part of bran, one- 
half part of beef .scrap, 10 per cent 
green feed and 3 per cent grit. This 
mash is fed three times daily. 
The 


green feed is sometimes left out oc 
the ration during the last week of fat- 
tening, as it tends to color the meat, 
but it is easier to keep the duckling.* 
in good feeding condition if it is ;n- 
eluded. Boiled fish is sometimes uset 
in place of the beef scvtip, but this 
should be discontinued two veeks be- 
fo.ro the ducklings are killed in order 
not to impart u fishy taste. 
Where 


milk is available at a sufiiciontly low 
price, the rations recommended for 
milk-fattc-nod chit-kens would produce 
a well-b'.e:iched milk-fed given duck. 
Celery sr-ed is also used, us this is said 
to Haver the flesh.

After Pigs Arrive Nothing Should Be 


Given but Supply of Clean Water 


—Feed Moderately for the 


First Few Days. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Many farmers have their sows far- 


row during the months of March and 
April and the early fall months in the 
South. Since the weather is often se- 
vere in northern sections during March 
and April, care should be taken to pro- 
tect the sow froDL cold. 
Give her 


enouglTstra'w to make a warm bed, but 
not so much as to allow the little pigs 
to" get covered and crushed. The sow 
should have clean water but nothing 
else for the first 24 hours after the 
pigs arrive. 


Feed for First Week. 


On the second day a thin bran mash 


or skim milk will be relished. Feed 
moderately for the first week. A mix- 
ture of two parts of corn and one of 
middlings may be fed in increasing 
amounts until the sow is eating a full 
feed. 
If skim milk can be fed in ad- 


dition to the grain, there is nothing 
better to make the sow give a full 
flow of milk. Another good grain mix- 
ture for the sow at this time is sis 
parts of corn and one of oil meal. If 
skim milk is available, the sow will 
do well on four pounds of milk to one 
of corn. A full grain ration for a day 
should never be more than four per- 
cent of the sow's live weight. If the 
sow can be put on alfalfa, clover, bte 
grass, or rape pasture, less corn will 
be required. 
A corn ration of about 


two per cent of the sow's live weight 
with good pasture makes a cheap and 
adequate supply. 


Care of Young Pigs. 


As soon as the little pigs begin to 


eat they will do best if fed additional 
slop in a separate pen and away from 
their mother and the larger pig^. This 
can be done by having a pen or a 
lot where choice clover or other for- 
age crop is growing to which the pigs 
may have access, but where the open- 
ing is so small that the larger pigs 
cannot pass through. When the young 
pigs are from eight to ten weeks old 
they should be weaned.

Fire before daybreak on Sunday morn 


ing badly damaged the fine new church o 
the Christ Lutheran congregation at As 
pers Station, aud was only prevented from 
burning the building to the ground by the 
early discovery of tbe blaze, the promp 
Bounding of tbe alarm, aud the efficien 
work of the volunteer men and women 
who joined efforts to save the structure 
The fire, which was evidently caused by 
an overheated pipe frrm the furnace locat- 
ed immediately under the pulpit platform 
burned through the floor ioto the main 
auditorium, then through the wall into 
the pastor's study and around the arch 
over the pulpit to the ceiling.

the chief treasure of Sulcrave church.

manor from Henry \11I, and on a pic- 
turesque corner of Ins estate ho car- 
ried to completion that manor house 
which the American pilgrim now seeks 
with such affectionate mteroht. Part- 
ly, no doubt, this pictinesque building 
embodies the shell of an old structure, 
but in the main it stands today a-* 
finally remodeled by its mo«t famous 
owner. 


As at Sulgrave, so at Islington, it is 


in the Milage chimb that ilie memo- 
rials of Washington's Kngli&h ances- 
tors are to be seen in richest abun- 
dance. The most notable of these Is 
the long stone slab in the chancel floor, 
now partly hidden by pews, the sur- 
face of which is carefully protected 
by a wooden co\er.

memory of that Lawrence Washing- 
ton who was the unrle of the great 
president's American ancestor. Here 
again is the Washington shield, but 
the family arms are impaled with 
those of the Butler family, one of

INAUGURATION HAD TO WAIT 


Why 
George Washington Was Not 


Formally Made President Until 


April 30, in 1789. 


Although March 4 is the date set by 


law for the ceremony of the inaugura 
tion of our presidents, there was one 
occasion when the rule wras not ob- 
served, for George Washington was in- 
augurated on April 30, 1789, instead of 
March 4. 


When the Constitution had been 


ratified by the requisite numbeu. of 
states, the Continental congress by 
resolution of September 13, 1788, set 
the fiist Wednesday of the following 
March (March 4, 3789) as the "time 
for commencing proceedings" under 
the new form of government. 


Owing to delajs of various kinds, 


such as difficulties of travel, etc., mem- 
bers of the first congress were very 
slow to assemble in New York, and a 
quorum of both houses was not ob- 
tained until April G. The counting of 
the elect-oral vote the notification, of 
Washington of his election to his high 
oflice, and his journey from Mount 
Vernon to New York took until April 
23, and his inauguration was set for 
April 30. 


Ills term of office was, however, con- 


strued as having commenced on March 
4, the date set by the Continental con- 
gress for the inauguration of the new 
government, and so it came to an end 
on March 4, 1793, although it lacked 
nearly two mouths of the four years 
provided for by the Constitution.— 
New York Times.

ESPITB President Washington's 


dignity, he was ever democrat- 
ic. He was also just. 
Both 


qualities are illustrated by a story of 
him told by Rev. Dr. Alfred Ely, a 
Massachusetts clergyman, who died in 
1866. 
Doctor Ely told the story in a 


Fourth of July address delivered some 
years before his death, and it was 
taken down and published in practical- 
ly his exact words. The tale exempli- 
fies Washington's magnanimity, as well 
as the almost idolatrous reverence felt 
for him ir his own day. 


"When a boy," said Doctor Ely, "1 


resided in West Springfield, Mass., and 
worked on a farm.

called in those days a chariot. I saw 
the outriders gallop up in advance of 
the chariot and hold a parley with 
my employer, who occupied the entire 
road with his loaded cart. I perceived 
that my employer yielded none of his 
right to the road, and that the char- 
iot was detained by the cart until they 
reached a turnout, where the cortege 
passed by. 
I soop overtook my em- 


ployer and inquired who the distin- 
guished personage was who had just 
passed us, and was informed that it 
was George Washington. 
I obtained 


permission to run on and see if I could 
not catch another glimpse of the great 
chieftain, whose deeds during the war 
had so filled my wondering fancy. In 
this I was not disappointed. I found 
General Washington waiting for the 
ferry, on the bank of the river, dressed 
in a snuff-colored surtout, with a long- 
lapeled vest of the same color and ma- 
terial, and in small clothes and boots, 
the most majestic and dignified looking 
man that I ever saw. 


"While I was gazing upon him one

Three verdicts were returned by the ju- 


ry in Court on Tuesday afternoon, in the 
case of L V. Straley vs E. M. Neely, be- 
fore the Court would accept the finding 
Both men are residents of town and the 
finally accepted verdict was in favor of the 
prosecutor for S55.2.3. He had clairnet 
§150. Mr. Neely is the owner of a prrp- 
erty on Carlisle street used as a residence 
and harness shop. 
Mr. Straley allegec 


that when he rented the place for 11 
months, with the privilege of 5 year, it was 
with the verbal understanding that im- 
provements were to be made and that this 
was not done. He therefore asked dam- 
ages. He remained in the property for 
the five years but withheld three months' 
rent which, however, was collected by Mr. 
Neely. At the hearing of the case Mr. 
Neely claimed that certain improvements 
had been made. The first finding of the 
jury gave the prosecutor §50 but divided 
the costd. The Court refused to accept 
this, indicating that it was not the part of 
the jury in this matter to dispose of the 
costs. They then retired and brought in 
a verdict of $50 with interest from a cer- 
tain dat«. This also was refused, Judge 
McPherson indicating that t h e exact 
amount of the interest had to be stated. 
They again went out and finally brought 
in a verdict of 350 damages with interest 
amounting to §5.25.

Do Men Know What to Eat?

Beavers’ Most Marvelous 
Accomplishment, Building 
of D a rs to Retain Water 


There Ought to Be a College Course to Teach Them, 
Domestic Science Specialist Declares 


There should be a college course to instruct young men in the art of 
selecting what to eat, an instructor in domestic science at the Kansas State 
Agricultural college said recently. 
Not only are many men required to 
select their own food at public eating houses, and by such selection unwit­ 
tingly impair their efficiency, but they absolutely refuse to cat the carefully 
thought out meals prepared for them by their wives. They clamor for meat 
three ti nes each day when the domestic science experts whom they marry 
know tl ey should not have it, she added. 
“What will it avail carefully to instruct our young women in the art 
of planning a carefully balanced meal admirably fitted to meet all the re­ 
quirements of the body if the husbands, 
for whom they cook, 
will not 
co-operate with them in their efforts to promote health and efficiency by 
the formation of right food habits?” she argued. 
“To meet this problem in a certain degree the young men seniors of 
the college are urged to accept the invitations of the dinner work girls and 
try out in this way the effect of scientifically planned meals. 
By this 
means these men will have their attention directed toward balanced rations 
and may be favorably enough impressed that the wives of the future will 
not find the correct feeding of their husbands such a difficult matter.”

The grower who expects to realize 
a nice profit from his poultry, will 
keep purebred stock. 
Any of the 
standard breeds of poultry have years 
of Intelligent breeding back of them 
and they can be depended 011 to give 
satisfaction. 
Cross-breeding is a step backward. 
Most breeders 
who practice cross­ 
breeding, mate one of the larger breeds 
with one of the smaller, as Plymouth 
Ilock and Leghorn. The idea in cross­ 
breeding is to produce a fowl that 
will not only lay well, but one that 
will also make a good table fowl. The 
result of such crossing is always dis­ 
appointing and results in a ilock that 
Is little better than mongrels. 
The advantages of keeping pure- 
• bred stock are numerous: 
One can 
market a uniform product in eggs 
and stock. 
The value of uniformity 
in products cannot be over-estimated. 
A case of eggs all of a color and size, 
or a coop of hens that run uniform in 
size and color, will usually sell better 
than a mixed lot of eggs or a coop of 
mongrels. 
When purebred poultry is. kept one 
can often sell eggs for hatching or 
mature stock, at prices that one could 
not expect to realize for market eggs 
or scrub stock. 
And then the satisfaction and pride 
of caring for a flock of purebred 
chickens is a point that ought to be 
considered.

Plants Should Be Watered 
Thoroughly When Very Dry 


Water pot plants only when they 
need it, then water them thoroughly. 
When the soil begins to get dry and 
powdery on the surface, or when the 
pot is tapped with the fingers and it 
emits a ringing sound, the plant re­ 
quires water. 
Then give sufficient 
water so that it runs out through the 
bottom of the pot; withhold water un­ 
til needed again. Giving a little water 
every day, or at any stated interval, 
is not the way to water plants. 
Use 
tepid rain water or water that has 
been exposed to air and sun if pos­ 
sible for a day or two. 
The water 
should be just lukewarm, about 50 
degrees or CO degrees. 
Never use ice 
cold spring water for plants in winter. 
Warm water may be used to mix with 
the cold to bring about the tempera­ 
ture named.

“And now we come to the most mar­ 
velous of the beaver’s accomplish­ 
ments—the feat of building a dam, and 
we shall understand a point which has 
possibly puzzled many of us, and th^it 
is the reason for building this dam,” 
says Raymond L. Ditmars in Boys’ 
Life, in the course of an article on 
“Animal Engineers.” 
“Work on the dam is now in order, 
and this means additional clearings, as 
a great amount of timber is necessary. 
'The banks of the stream begin to show 
quite an open character, as the sap­ 
lings fall, are cut up and the sections 
towed to the site of the dam. 
“During this work another interest­ 
ing characteristic of the beaver is dis­ 
played, the animal's thrift and elimi­ 
nation of waste. 
Its favorite food is 
green bark and this is easily obtained. 
Many branches are stripped by the 
broad incisor teeth and for a time 
these lie in confusion along the banks 
—but not for long. The foundation of 
the dam rises in much the same fash­ 
ion as that of the beaver’s house of 
tooth-hewn timber and once the out­ 
line is established there is a general 
cleanup on shore. 
Sticks that have 
been gnawed free of bark are simply 
carted to the water and turned loose 
as is much other debris in the shape 
of fine, loose brush, left over from the 
larger cutting. 
This material floats 
down*stream and lodges against the 
framework of the dam, where it is 
worked into the crevices, and is fol­ 
lowed 
by 
water-soaked 
materials, 
much mud and wet leaves from the 
stream bottom. 
The dam is soon ef­ 
fective and the stream begins to rise. 
The beavers now work at the base of 
the dam, making it broader by packing 
it with mud and producing the same 
foundation of generous breadth at the 
bottom with an inward curve toward 
the top that we note in the most ap­ 
proved feats of human engineering in 
retaining and raising bodies of wa­ 
ter.”

While the investments In short­ 
term treasury bonds are continuing at 
the rate of nearly 2,000,000,000 francs 
a month, there is plenty of money for 
industrial and commercial enterprises 
and long-term loans.

the official opening of the subscrip­ 
tions. 
Important banks and indus­ 
trial companies have lately increased 
their capital to an aggregate of nearly

Big Trade on Bourse. 
Transactions on the Paris bourse, 
which still are confined to cash deals, 
have exceeded on certain days records 
of pre-war trading, when futures en­ 
tered largely into the totals. 
The up­ 
ward 
movement 
of 
all 
industrials 
which began before the signature of 
the treaty at Versailles, has been un­ 
checked 
by 
successive 
liquidations. 
This Is regarded by keen observers 
here as a sure sign of economic re­ 
covery. 
■ 
Employers say the labor situation is 
Improved and that the last strikes de­ 
veloped signs that the workers them­ 
selves were becoming weary of long 
continued disturbances of business, in­ 
dustry and transportation. 
They see 
a tendency against frivolous strikes 
and an indication that only real griev­ 
ances will induce the wage earners to 
quit work hereafter. 
Decentralization of capital and in­ 
dustry is seen in the establishing in

To Transfer Industries. 
Powerful financial groups are at the 
head of the movement to transfer im­ 
portant industries from the coal re­ 
gion to southwestern France, where 
water power soon will be available. 
Other groups are being formed to de­ 
velop manufacturing centers near the 
coast so as to reduce the cost of 
transporting raw 
materials. 
Indus­ 
trial leaders say that this activity on 
the part of capital, supported by the 
recovery of labor from what has been 
characterized as a \vave of “laziness,” 
gives a healthy tone to the situa­ 
tion. 
Instability of the exchange value of 
the franc is regarded as one of the 
weakest points in French conditions. 
It is pointed out that France cannot 
pay twice over at present high prices 
for supplies she needs, and that is 
what the present low value of the 
franc means. The French government 
is now studying a complete renovation 
of the financial policy with a view to 
making such provisions to meet obli­ 
gations as will give greatest stability, 
both at home and abroad.

MANY OFFSPRINGS ARE KNOWN 


Difference Between Grain and Wood 
Alcohol Clearly Described— Fatal­ 
ities Due to Amateur Attempts 
to Make Grain Alcohol. 


Chicago.—While there are seventeen 
or more alcoholic products known in 
chemistry, there are two of general 
commercial use in the country—ethyl 
alcohol, or ordinary alcohol, the kind 
we used to be able to buy “for medici­ 
nal purposes,” and methylated spirit, 
or industrial alcohol, which is popular­ 
ly called “wood alcohol,” and which 
does contain an amount of that fluid. 
Ethyl or ordinary alcohol is formed 
by the spirituous or alcoholic fermen­ 
tation of saccharine juices. 
The fer­ 
mentation must be completed before it 
is distilled. 
It is made from grain, 
either corn, wheat, or barley. This is

also known as grain alcohol. 
The 
formula is <J2 Htt OH. 
Methylated spirit, or industrial alco­ 
hol, is made of ninety parts of ordi­ 
nary alcohol and ten parts of wood 
alcohol—methyl alcohol. 


Source of Wood Alcohol. 
Wood alcohol is obtained by the dry 
distillation of wood. 
The common 
method of obtaining this is to take 
cordwood which has been seasoned for 
about two years—beech, maple, and 
birch are best—place it in iron or steel 
retorts over a slow fire. The intensity 
of the fire is gradually Increased as the 
distillation progresses, until at the end 
of from twelve to eighteen hours noth­ 
ing remains in the retort but charcoal. 
The distillate is passed through a 
condenser, and the liquid thus gath­ 
ered is allowed to set in tanks until 
the greater part of the tarry matter 
in it has subsided. The lighter part is 
then drawn off and saturated with 
slaked lime to fix the acetic acid. 
It 
is then distilled a second time and the 
distillate sent to the refineries as wood 
alcohol. 
Sawdust or any wroody fiber 
or cellulose can be used in place of 
cordwood. 
Wood alcohol, either in its pure form 
or as an ingredient of industrial alco­ 
hol, is a poison, and has a selective 
action upon the optic nerve, in which 
it often induces a condition of perma­ 
nent atrophy which results in total 
blindness. 
Denatured Alcohol. 
For some purposes “completely de­ 
natured alcohol” is made by adding to 
industrial alcohol a little benzine or 
pyridine to spoil the taste and render 
it offensive. 
Denatured alcohol may 
be made more cheaply than ordinary 
alcohol by using cheaper materials, 
such as any starchy vegetable sub­ 
stance, or a waste bj’product, as the 
poorest grade of molasses or the waste 
of a canning factory. 
“It is probable that a good deal of 
the wood alcohol that is being distrlb* 
uted as a beverage is the result of the 
attempts of amateurs to make ordinary 
alcohol. 
In their ignorance they use 
vegetable substances such as potato 
peelings, and, by using too intense a 
fire and making the distillation with­ 
out having first allowed fermentation 
to take place, produce methyl or wood

nized from the earliest times as an 
unfortunate location for a settlement 
and a capital. 
The original colony 


was settlul here by Tngoltr Arruirson,

after the de-cent of Floki upon its 
Chores. 


Within GO >ears from the coming 


of Ingolfr, the population of the island 
is said to have numbered over 00,000.

Some are old dwelling places of turf 
and .stone w i t h an inclosed mowing 
patch, the sheep folds, the h.vre and 
a small warden for -\eget abk-s. 
The 


spoken tongue of Iceland is no lontrer 
heard in the Norse -valleys, but in the 
arctic isolati m of their inland horn" 
the 
Ifol'indtrs have retained it in 


its ancii nt purity; and sacas and tra- 
ditions of the remote past are as 
familiar as household words to the in- 
habitants. 


The government, down to the grant- 


ing of autonomy, had at its head a 
minister', appointed by the king of 
Denmark, resident at Reykjavik, and 
responsible to the althing, or the 
parliament of the colony, for all acts 
concerning Iceland. The althing con- 
sisted of 36 members, of whom 30 
were elected by the people and six by 
the crown. 
It was elected every two 


years, and was divided into two cham- 
bers, of which the upper was composed 
of six elected and six appointed mem- 
bers, while the lower consisted of 24 
elected members. 
The king of Den- 


mark had the nominal right of veto. 


In 1P11 suffrage w~as extended to 


women and servants, and the right is 
now possessed by all competent ad- 
ults. 
The revenue of the country is 


derived almost entirely from customs. 
Elementary education is well provided 
for, 
and the number of illiterates is 


remarkably small.

A case of eggs all of a color and size, 
or a coop of hens that run uniform in 
size and color, will usually sell better 
than a mixed lot of eggs or a coop of 
mongrels. 


When purebred poultry is, kept one 
can often sell eggs for hatching or 
mature stock, at prices that one could 
not expect to realize for market eggs 
or scrub stock.

Plants Should Be Watered 


Thoroughly When Very Dry 


Water pot plants only when they 
need it, tiien water them thoroughly. 
When the soil begins to get dry and 
powdery on the surface, or when the 
pot Is tapped with the fingers and it 
emits a ringing sound, the plant re- 
quires water. 
Then 
give 
suilicient 
water so that it runs out through the 
bottom of the pot; withhold water un- 
til needed again. 
Giving a little water 
every day. or at any stated interval, 
is not the way to water plants. 
Use 
tepid rain water or water that has 
been exposed to air and sun if pos- 
sible for a day or two. 
The water 
should be just lukewarm, about 50 
degrees or CO degn^es. 
Never use ice 
cold spring water for plants in winter. 
Warm water nmy be used to mix with 
the cold to bring about the tempera- 
ture named.

Beavers' Most Marvelous 
Accomplishment, Building 
of Dar? to Retain Water 


"And now we come to the most mar- 
velous 
of 
the beaver's 
accompllsh- 
nienls—the feat of building a dam, and 
we shall undersland a point which has 
possibly puzzled many of us. and th^it 
Is the reason for building this dam,** 
says Raymond L. Ditmars In Boys' 
Life, In the course of an article on 
"Animal Engineers.'* 


"Work on the dam is now» In order, 
and this means additional clearings, as 
a great amount of timber is necessary. 
'The banks of the stream begin to show 
quite an open character, as the sap- 
lings fall, are cut up and the sections 
towed to the site of the dam, 


"During this work another Interest- 
ing characteristic of the beaver is dis- 
played. the animars thrift and elimi- 
nation of waste. 
Its favorite food is 
preen bark and this is easily obtained. 
Many branches are stripped by the 
broad incisor teeth and for a time 
these lie In confusion along the banks 
but not for long. The foundation of

the dam rises in much the same fash 
ion as that of the beaver's house of 
tooth-hewn timber and once the out- 
line is established there is a general 
cleanup on shore.

as is much other debris In tlie shape 
of fine, loose brush, left over from the 
larger cutting. 
This material 
floats 
down-stream and lodges against the 
framework of the dam, where it is 
worked into the crevices, and is fol- 
lowed 
by 
water-soaked 
materials, 
much mud and wet leaves from the 
stream bottom. 
The dam is soon ef- 
fective and the stream begins to rise. 
The beavers now work at the base of 
the dam, making it broader by packing 
it with mud and producing the same 
foundation of generous breadth at the 
bottom with an inward curve toward 
the top that we note in the most ap- 
proved feats of human englneeslng in 
retaining and raising bodies of wa- 
ter."

France Hopeful 


New Year 


Begins 1920 With Greater Confi 
dence Than it Did 
the Last. 


DUE TO DEFEAT OF RADICALS 


Elections 
Stabilize 
Internal 
Condi- 
tions, Though Fall of Franc Is Still 
Serious 
Problem—Study 
Financial 
Policy. 


Paris.—France began the new year 
with far greater confldenro than the 
last. 
This is in spite of formidable 
handicaps, 
such as Ihe balance of 
trade running agnlnat her at the rate 
of about 1,500,00^.000 francs a month, 
about 50 per cent depreciation of the 
exchange vaiuo of the franc and the 
consequent dlflloulty of procuring raw 
raaterif^i« 
and 
machines 
urgently 
needed for reconstruction, 


France's renewed confidence is de- 
rived directly from the result of the 
recent elections. 
These are regarded 
here as having definitely stabilized in- 
ternal politics» ended all danger of 
revolutionary agitation for some time 
to come and brought about a better at- 
titude by capital and labor toward the 
immense effort before France. 


Money is forthcoming for invest- 
ments in anything that promises stabil- 
ity. 
While the investments In short- 
term treasury bonds are continuing at 
the rate of nearly 2,000.000,000 francs 
a month, there is plenty of money for 
Industrial and commercial enterprises 
and long-term loans. The 4.000.000,000 
franc 
loan 
to 
provide 
immediate 
resources for indemnifying victims of 
the Invasion was oversubscribed before 
the official opening of the subscrip- 
tions. 
Important banks and indus- 
trial companies have lately increased 
their capital to an aggregate of nearly 
500,000,000,000 franca. 


Big Trade on Bourse. 


Transactions on the Paris bourse, 
which still are confined to cash deals, 
have exceed<ed on certain days records 
of pre-war trading, when futures en- 
tered largely into the totals. 
The up- 
ward 
movement 
of 
all 
industrials 
which began before the signature of 
the treaty at Versailles, has been un- 
checked 
by 
successive 
liquidations. 
This is regarded by keen observers 
here as a sure sign of economic re- 
covery. 
• Employers say the labor situation is 
Improved and that the last strikes de- 
veloped signs that the workers them- 
selves were becoming weary of long 
continued disturbances of business, in- 
dustry and transportation. 
They see 
a tendency against frivolous strikes 
and an indication that only real griev- 
ances will induce the wage earners to 
quit work hereafter. 


Decentralization of capital and In- 
dustry is seen in the establishing in 
Normandy of textile industries to re- 
place those In the occupied territory 
•^tistroyed by the war. This movement 
>een greatly extended by develop- 
ment of water power in the region of 
the Alps and the center and south of 


France. 
Industrial leaders say that 
no particular region of France here- 
after will monopolize any Industry, and 
declare that this scattering will prove 
beneficial 
and 
result 
in 
a 
more 
equable recovery of all parts of the 
country. 


To Transfer 
Industries. 
Powerful financial groups are at the 
bead of the movement to transfer im- 
portant industries from the coal re- 
gion to southwestern France, where 
water power soon will be available. 
Other groups are being formed to de- 
velop manufacturing centers near the 
coast so as to reduce the cost of 
transporting 
raw 
materials. 
Indus- 
trial leaders say that this activity on 
the part of capital, supported by the 
recovery of labor from what has been 
characterized as a wave of "laziness," 
gives a healthy tone to the situa- 
tion. 


Instability of the exchange value of 
tlie franc is regarded as one of the 
weakest points in French conditions. 
It is pointed out that France cannot 
pay twice over at present high prices 
for supplies she needs, and that is 
what the pre.sent low value of the 
franc means. The French government 
Is now studying a complete renovation 
of the financial policy with a view to 
making such provisions to meet obli- 
gations as will give greatest stablllt5% 
both at home and abroad. 
Details of 
the new financial policy are as yet not 
disclosed, but it is understood that it 
comprises a large interior loan to take 
up all short-term bonds and 
floating

each for each of the 23 national uni- 
versities. In 11 technical schools more 
than lG.r>00 have enrolled as compared 
to 10,000 in 1914.

MANY OFFSPRINGS ARE KNOWN 


Difference Between Grain and Wood 
Alcohol Clearly 
Described—Fatal- 
ities Due to Amateur Attempts 
to Make Grain Alcohol. 


Chicago.—"While there are seventeen 
or more alcoholic products known in 
chemistry, there are two of general 
commercial use In the country—ethyl 
alcohol, or ordinary alcohol, the kind 
we used to be able to buy "for medici- 
nal purposes," and methylated spirit, 
or industrial alcohol, which Is popular- 
ly called "wood alcohol," and which 
does contain an amount of that fluid. 


Ethyl or ordlnao^ alcohol is formed 
by the spirituous or alcoholic fermen- 
tation of saccharine juices. 
The fer- 
mentation must be completed before it 
Is distilled. 
It Is made from grain, 
either corn, wheat, or barley. 
This is

Methylated spirit, or industrial alco- 
hol, Is made of ninety parts of ordi- 
nary alcohol antl ten parts of wood 
alcohol—methyl alcohol. 


Source of Wood Aicohol. 


Wood alcohol Is obtained by the dry 
distillation 
of 
wood. 
The 
common 
method of obtaining this is to take 
cordwood which has been seasoned for 
about two years—beech, maple, and 
biixh are best—^place it in iron or steel 
retorts over a slow fire. The intensity 
of the fire is gradually Increased as the 
distillation progresses, until at the end 
of from twe^re to eighteen hours noth- 
ing remains In the retort but charcoal. 


The distillate Is passed through a 
condenser, and the liquid thus gath- 
ered Is allowed to set In tanks until 
the greater part of the tarry matter 
in it has subsided. The lighter part is 
then drawn olf and 
saturated 
with 
slaked lime to fix the acetic acid. 
It 
Is then distilled a second time and the 
distillate sent to the refineries as wood 
alcohol. 
Sawdust or any woody fiber 
or cellulose can be used In place of 
cordwood. 


Wood alcohol, either in Its pure form 
or as an ingredient of Industrial alco- 
hol, is a poison, and has a selective 
action upon the optic nerve, in which 
It often induces a condition of perma- 
nent atrophy which results in total 
blindness. 


Denatured Alcohol. 


For some pui-poses "completely de- 
natured alcohol" is made by adding to 
industrial alcohol a little benzine or 
pyridine to spoil the taste and render 
it offensive. 
Denatured alcohol may 
be made more cheaply than ordinary 
alcohol by using cheaper 
materials, 
such as any starchy vegetable sub- 
stance, or a waste bj'product, as the 
poorest grade of molasses or the waste 
of a canning factoi'y. 


"It is probable that a good deal of 
the wood alcohol that is being dlstrlb' 
uted as a beverage is the result of the 
attempts of amateurs to make ordinary 
alcohol. 
In their Ignorance they use 
vegetable substances such as potato 
peelings, and, by using too intense a 
fire and making the distillation with- 
out having first allowed fennentation 
to take place, produce methyl or wood
